Hand to Hand Encounters to West of Fort Douaumont and Germans 
Are Driven Out From Small Redoubt Which They Had Taken. 
In Woevre District Two Attacks Against Fresnes Fail Complete- 
ly—Fort Douaumont is menorted to be in Ruins. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, Feb. 28, (10:45 p.m.)—Attacks by the Germans to the 
north of Verdun, where the battle for the fortress is still raging 
fiercely, were driven back by the French artillery fire and counter- 
attacks, according to the official communication issued by the war 
office tonight. Hand to hand ‘encounters recurred to the west of 
Fort Donaumont, and the Germans were driven from a small redoubt 
which they had taken. 

The text reads in part: ‘“‘In the region to the north of Verdun, 
artillery activity on both sides is still very spirited, except in the 
sector to the west of the Meuse, where an abatement of the énemy 
bombardment is reported. 

“The Germans during the course of the day attempted several 
partial attacks, which were driven back by our fire and our counter 
attack. To the west of Fort Douaumont particularly, our troops have 
engaged in hand to hand encounters with the adversary, who was 
ejected from a small redoubt where he had sneceeded in installing 
himself. . 

‘‘In the Woevre two attacks against Fresnes completely failed.’’

LONDON PRESS COMMENT ON FIGHTING 
AROUND VERD UN AND IN CHAMPAGNE

} LONDON, Feb, 20-—The morning newspapers today déeyote many col- 
fumns of space to the situation on the western battlefront. The fighting 
nronnd Verdun divided attention with the new German offensive in Cham- 
pagne, to which the Times particularly attaches lnportance, 

“The expected offensive in Champagne," says the Times, “has not been 
long in coming. The German stroke was sudden, and succeeded in penetrat- 
jug both advanced and supporting trenches in the neighborhood of the Na- 
varin farm, But the claim made in the German official communication may 
safely be regarded as exaggerated. The region Is deeply scored with French 
défense works, as formidable as those around Verdun, and should the Ger- 
man offensive develop further, the French will be found to be fully prepared,” 

The Times comments on the German attempt to batter to pieces the town 
of Verdun, but points out that the town wag evacuated by the civil population 
before the battle began. 

The Daily Telegraph's military expert is scarcely as confident as the other 
writers regarding Verdun. He declares that the temporary lull probably 
means that the Germans are bringing heavy artillery closer to the permanent 
works of the fortress, and he emphasizes the importance of the German suc- 
cess in crossing the main road and railway which connects Verdun and Metz 
through Conflans. 

The Daily Mail's writer believes the situation is now well in hand except 
for the danger of a German attempt at some new form of attack, such as by 


alreraft or gas.

The opening speeches in the provm.

‘Referring to telephones, 
practically the same amount of 
construction was carried out in 
as was done in thé previous year, The 
great (bulk of this work was the ex- 
tension of rural lines, thus assisting

Apart from brief speeches by Sir 
Robert Borden and Hon, Robert Rog- 
ers at the close of the debate, when 
the motion was declared “lost on 
division’’ the speaking was confined 
to the opposition side of the IHouse, 
The enfranchisement of women was 
supported by Mr. Pigsley, Georgo 
MeCraney, Dr. Michael Clarke, J, G. 
Turiff, BE. W, Nesbitt and Emmanuel 
Deviin George Kyte. of Richmond, 
was vigorously opposed to the resolu- 
tion, while Edmund Proulx thought 
women suffrage should be confined to 
votes for widows and spinsters, 

Sir Robert Borden, in closing the 
debate, said jt was, not des'rable to 
haye women in one province voting in 
Dominion, electtons and women in 
other provinces not doing so. The 
low should be uniform throughout 
the Dominion.

Hon. Robert Rogers doubted’ thé 
sincerity of Mr, Pugsiey in moving the 
resolution.
